
PROPOSED CHANGES IN METHODS AND STANDARDS 

FOR ESTABLISHING MEDICAL ASSISTANCE PAYMENT RATES

The Illinois Department of Healthcare and Family Services (HFS) is proposing a change in the 

methods and standards by which the Department will reimburse providers. The proposed change 

is effective for dates of service on or after October 1, 2023 and is addressed below.   

 

The Department is adding language to allow for the extension of the Medicaid Percentage 

Adjustment (MPA) and Medicaid High Volume Adjustment (MHVA) rate year 2023 until 

December 31, 2023, and subsequent rate years to be on a calendar year basis.   

 

The proposed changes are expected to be budget neutral as it is merely moving the effective 

dates of the program.    

 

The proposed change is subject to approval by the federal Centers for Medicare and Medicaid 

Services and may be modified or revised during the approval process. 

 

Any interested party may submit questions or comments concerning these proposed changes in 

reimbursement methods and standards.
